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is to the prefent Confederacy to fup- 
prefs facobitifm in Britain by thisWar, 
-asthat without which their Peace can never 
be fecur’d 5 my firft Argument was, chat 
Facobitifm in England, and Exorbitant Po- 
wer in France is but the fame thing, one a 
Branch of the other, and muft ftand and fall 
together. 

I come now to fhow, that if facobiti/m 
in England be not effeétually fuprefs’d, 
French Power, however crufh’d, will revive. 
—And that if ever this Monfter call’d Fco- 
bisifm (hall recover its Strength, it will 
effe&tually reftore Freach Power. 1 fhallnot 
concern my felf with the loofe Pretence, 
thar if French Power be reduc’d, Jacobitalm 


if Am now upon os the Concern it 


cannot revive; for that is the very thing I 
am arguing, and will turn upon the Signi« 
fication of the Term reduc’daemece Reduce 
French Power $O, as that the League and 
Amity, the Affinity and Union of Interefts 
between It and Facobitifm in England, may 
be broken s then indeed I aber what you 
fay, and this is what Iam {peaking for and 
urging, that the War may be continued till 
that be done: But if you reduce French Po- 
wer, without making an effe€tual Separa- 
tion between thefe two, bowever low you 
bring, France, She will be bigh enough to 
foment Fa@tion, and carry on an Intrigue ia 
England with a Party, who already are bug 
too apt and too able to hold up their Heads 
—And bere urns the Queftionm— If we may

and facobitifm thould prevail here again—— 
oan Neighbours and Confederates, where 
és your Peace? France, as weak as you have 
brought him,or thall bring him by thePeace, 
give him but five Years Peace, and then 
throw him Britain into his Aviance, as it is 
now is Yours, fhall unravel.all your twenty 
Mears War—And beat you all into Slavery 
and Mifery again. me: 

" What has reduc’d Frawce this War, but 
the fevere, exa&, pun@ual Adherence of all 
the Confederates to their Joint-Intereft in 
this Alliance ? And has Britaiw been the Life 
andSoul of that Alliance or no ? 

What'has humbled the Naval Power of 
France, but the Superiority at Sea ? ——— 
And without Briteis, had that been brought 
to pafs or no ? 

What has kept the Duke of Sevoy, the 
Kink of Porsugal, and King Charles 11. 
upon their Feet, and enabled them to look 

French Power im the Face, but the Subfidies 
and Troops paid and funply’d by the 
Confederacy? And has Englifh Money and 
Power been alwaysthree Parts in four of 
thisorno? 

Where then wift the Darcb Trade exift ? 
How will their Navies look abread, or their 
Ships come home? How will their Confe- 
derates be fupported, and the French be 
mated in the Field, if the Briti{h Navies, 
and Armies, and Wealth come to a& on 
the ather fide? 

-Wifl the Confederates then leave Britain 
fach ao)-Enemy to firoggle with, and fay, 
shey. are mot coucern'’d in it? —— Let them 
no mere flatter themfeives with the vain 
Conceit of having reduc’d France, if Faco- 
dissfm be not alfo redac’d in Britain, evd 
Shas SO, as never co rife mores Till this is 
done, the Work is not done, and may be 
to-do all overagain; for if ever this Party 
getup in Britain, Fronch Power, that firft 
rofe by it, wil again rife with it. 

Here then,. as feems to me, “lies che whole 
Serefs of this:Matter, you are. ail debating 
the Neceffity of this. and: that Article; 
d teR.yom, Gentlemen, alkdepends upon this 
‘Article-ia the Freaty, theegtectual dividing 
beeween the Intereft of France, and the 
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Jacobite Tatereft in Briteita—= If you do not 
this, you donothing—— Tho” Fevobisifn be 


now buta Cloud, like a Man’s Hand, yet if 


French Power, French Policy, and French 


Tafluence be left at Liberty to fupport it, 
it may in time fpread over the whole 


Heavens, and in its Rife, that Fremch Pow 


wer fhall effeétually find its Reftoration. 
Some talk of giving Naples and Scicilg to 
France, to get him quit of Spain, I tell 


you, you had better give him Spain it felf, ‘ 


than leaye him this Confederate in our 
Bofom ; under one, Europe would he always 
jealous and uneafie; und<r the other, n 
ligent and fecure, and either would be 

tal toour Peace. — 

Again, do ut pers them, they are of no 
Confequence ; ui-ite them and léave them > 
in Concert, nothing «1@ wili lang be of any 
Confequence Part Fren-b Influence 
from Britifh Fzcobitifm, and Jet us alone with 
it, we will afk no Bod,’s Afi’ ance : But 
it would be very ha:d, after all we have 
done, and fuffer’d to give Europe Peace, 
and purchafe the general Safety, that the 
Conf+derates fhould leave France at Peace, 
and free to back, encourage, and fupport 
a Party in Brisaiz, which may embarrafs 
us for ever's which leaves us no Peace, no 
Safety, nor our Share in that Tranquility, - 
the reft of Europe will then enjoy by our 
Means. 

I am out of all Apprehenfions of this Nae 
tion being injur’d by the Power of the 
$Facobite Yntereft confider’d fingly, and at 
home—If they are but once cut off from 
their Hopes of a powerful Afftftance from 
France—But we are now fuppofing the War _ 
at an End; the Confederacy diffolv’d, the 
formidable Forces of Europe disbanded and 
difpers’d; all the feveral Branches reiting 
themfelves upon the Peace, and fitting 
down in a profound Secwritv, Britain her 
felf perhaps difarm’d, and at Eafe 
The French Power oaly kept up,shis Armi 
recruited, and made-up with the disbanded 
Mea-out of other Countries ; fuch as Swifs, 
Germans, Walloons, nay- Dutch ard Engiifhs 
his Credit reftor'd, his Finances recruited, 
and having taken feven or. fen Years 
Breath after this long ruineus-War..

Critical Junéture, they take vary Brj- 
tain, or Ireland, or both——— Will the

After aD, if this Misfortune fhould fo 
far prevail, as to fubje& Britzin again to 
the Power of a Facobite Reign—- I would 
recommend it to all that advocate for a 
hafty Peace to confider, how long the Se- 
eurities of this Peace fhall remain 
How long it fhall be before Britain, fo en- 
flaved, afiifting France by Sea and Land, 
fhould raife France to the fame Pitch of Ex- 
orbitant Power, or a greater than this War 
found him in--— And then let them tell 
us, where they will find another Wiliam to 
undertake their Deliverance———- Where 
we fhall find a fecond Hero to be ungrate-

It remains in fhort for us, not only to 
fatisfie our felves in the true State of this 
Matter, and to refolve to make no Peace, 
till both the Enémy abroad, and the Enemy 
at home be fecur’d ; butalfo to fatisfie our 
Confederates, how far their Safety and In- 
tereft is alfo contern’d in this Cafe, and 
how certainly they will have this heavy

But we want nothing 
to be reftor’d or furrender'd, a¢ seat norbi 
confiderable, our Demands are of anoth 
Nature, tho’ sot lefs mortifying to the 
Enemy—We want the King of France to 
recognize the QUEEN, to‘league in De- 
fence of the Succeffion, renounce Fecohie 
tifm, and banith the Pretender, and all his 
Britifo Refugees from his Country and Pro- 
teétion And thefe notin Shows and 
outward Formalities, but in Subftance, Re- 
alities, and with fufficient Security, fo as 
may take away all poffible Dependence 
upon him from the very Party, and utterly 
extinguith the Hopes of the Facobites here,
